After the cecunstion of the three provinces, Liaoning, 
Kirin, and Feilunekianz, the Jayranese cortinved to carry out 
their plan of wessvard exnecsion. In the spring of 1932, when 
the war «rn Esang’sd was coneluded, their Army in the Chinese 
North fascesa ve. ases vas reinforced, In the middle of Jvly, 
1932, cn thie ~s.icu' thas a Jananese officer by the nare of 
ISHI OTO wis wntsscoz, the Taranese started to invade Jehol. 

Two gereral. off ive .sunehed in July and Aveust respec- 
tively, They falaci to gain ground on accornt of the Chinese 
garrison forces i: the fromt and Chinese volvnteers operating 
in their rear ut tne Jeananese issved the fantastic declara- 
tion that Jenci Province was the territory of "Manchukvo", a 
pretext for its s’«nvval occvpation, Meanwhile, more reinforce- 
ments were sent to prepare another invasinn on a grand scale, 
For the remaining half of the year, besides occuvying quite a 
number of Chinese key points, smali scaie attacks occurred from 
time to time. Tnere was no peace, At the heginring of the 
year, 1933, the Pattle of Yu-Kwan (Shanhaikwan) was started, 
the key voints along the Great ‘all, such as Shanhaikwan and 
Kiumenkov fell into Japanese hands, the stratecical situation 
of Jenol became very critical. On 22 February 1933, in the 


name of puppet "Manchukvo", the Japanese Army sent to the 
In 


Chinese an ultimatum, stating that Jehol was not Chinese ter- 
ritory and demanding that Chinese forces in the Jehol Province 
be withdrawn within 24 hovrs. On 25 February 1933, war broke 
ovt. The Japanese Arry, from their hases in Tuneliao and 
Svi-Chung advanced in three columns and comrenced the general 
offense. For both military and political reasons, the Province 
of Jehol eventually fell into Javanese hands on 2 March 1933.
